When asked by a reporter why he did

Charles Bradley, a young man who 


has been working around the Olub sa- 
loon in Obinatown, waaseriously etabbed 
about 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon by 
Thomas Soutch. 


According to Bradley'B statemont tho 


stabbinR was the outcome of a fight be- 
tween Billy Levison'e dog and a dog be- 
longing to an inmate of ooe of the dene 
next door. 


Bradley had been washing the saloon 


floor when two dogs got Qehting In front 
of the ealooQ. lie pulloil them apart 
and started back into the saloon when 
Leviaon's dog got into a fight with one ol 
the two that Bradley had separated. 


"I stepped up to call my dog off,' 


said Bradley, "and a lame man who 
was talking in some foreign language 
ran up to me with a long btaded clasp 
knife in hie band nnd atabbed me in tho 
stomach." 


The wound was a little to the right ol 


the median line of the abdomen below 
the short ribB, and did not bleed much 
externally although very painful. 


The slabber made his escape at the 


time. By tbe advice of friends Bradley 
went to Recorder Laning and swore to a 
complaint before the recorder in Dr. 
Kelly's office, charging John Doe witb 
an assault with a deadly weapon with 
intent to commit murder. 


Dr. Rally probed the wound and 


found that it ranged downwards and in- 
wards for more than an inch, and that 
there would be great danger if inflam- 
mation should Get in. 


A stitch wftfl put in the wound and 


Bradley was sent to the county hospital. 


Last night Constable Matheeon ar- 


rested Scotch, the innn who did the stab- 
bing. Ho was looked up pending the 
result of Bradley'a wound. 


Bradlev denied being acquainted with 


Soutch. 


JAPANESE YOUTHS 


Banished Prom Fremio for Hanging 


Around Chinatown. 


T. Hyuga, representing the Japanese 


consul, T. Ohinda, in San Francisco, was 
present in Recorder .Lading's court yes- 
terday with Alexander Heyneman, a 
San Francisco lawyer, for tbe purpose of 
defending eome Japanese youths who 
had been arrested on a charge of vag- 
rancy. 


Mr. lleyoeman said that tbe prisoners 


bad come to Fresno for the purpose of 
obtaining employment ID tbe vineyards 
and orchards of thin county. They were 
living in a respectable lodging bouao in 
the business quarter of this city, they 
had paid a week's advance for thoir 
room rent, and tbo only charge of mis- 
conduct made against arjy of them was 
by a Japanese woman of bad morale and 
Chinatown reputation. 


Several policemen testified that they 


had eeeu several of the accused hanging 
around Chinatown hut not working. 


The recorder allowed tbe defendants to 


go on their own recognizance until Tues- 
day at 10 a.m., at which time they will 
bo sent to jail ae vtigiantsif they are 
found in thlsrity.

known to mo ia inarvclotiBly keen; so 
keen in fact Unit I know of 110 way of 
testing it, since it is HO much inoro actito 
than thnt cif- man. 
H' owls havo tho 


seust) of smell, I urn nimble to find satis- 
factory evidence of it. 


I have tried various experiments with 


them, hoping to provo that they could 
smell, but tlio results aro all negative. 
They dlelJku putrid mcnt. but they bito 
it tu ttsccrtttiu its condition. They will 
not cat toads or frogs which yield nu 
unpleasant odor, but they ilitl not reject 
these species until they had tested them 
by lusting. 


They may bo over so hungry, yot they 


do not suspect tlio presence of food if it 
is curcfully covered so thnt they cun not 
soo it. This test 1 have applied with the 
utmost euro to the groat horned, snowj 
nml burred owls. Tho latter are shrewd 
enough to learn my wwys of hiding thoir 
fnrjd, imd wheii they suspect its presence 
they will search in tho places where I 
havo previously hidden it, pouncing 
upon pieces of wrapping paper and pok- 
ing under feathers mid excelsior with 
amusing cunning. 


I tested them with the fumes of cam- 


phor, ummonia and other disagreeable 
nnd unusual smells, but they failed to 
show that they perceived them unless 
tho fumes were strong enough to affect 
their breathing or to irritate their eyes. 
Finally I put n cut in ft bosket mid 
pliiced the basket between tho two owls. 
They were utterly indifferent to it until 
tho cat iimdo the basket rock, when both 
of them flcil precipitately and could not 
be induced to go near tlio basket again. 


Although Puffy will put a cat to flight 


when on his mettle. Fluffy is frightened 
almost out of his wits by them. 


A Japanese toy bird, made of » piece 


of wood and :\ fc\\' scarlet feathers, was 
eagerly seized by PnfEy, indicating not 
only ;i lack of power of smell but the 
presimco of an appreciation of color. I 
havo fancied that an appreciation of 
color is also shown by burred owls in 
their frequent selection of lieech trees 
as nesting places, by great horned owls 
in their choice of brown Irunked trees, 
and liy Siiowden in. an apparent prefer- 
ence for gray backgrounds. — Frank 
Bolles in Popular Science Monthly.

His victories over tho Egyptians nt Gor-

:ulrurtii>iiig IW.-.U.TS at huinu. Tho 1111- 
tivo urtist does not inako up for crude- 
ncss of color by the accuracy of his 
drawing, nnd if these pictures have any 
merit it is in tho originality of their 
treatment. For instance, in tbe cathe- 
dral of Guinlct, in a picture represent- 
ing the IgrcudHcs crossing tho Red sen, 
Pliaraybwarries in his right Imnd tho 
latest specimen in six shooters and in 
his left hand ho holds a pnlr of opera 
glasses, while tho Egyptian host sports 
Remington rifles. 


All movement of figures is from right 


Lo left, and in all pictures heads nre full 
faced, with tho exception of sutnn and 
tbo hated Egyptians, who uro [minted in 
ncnte profile, to show thoir lack of hon- 
esty and good f.'iilh and thuirinability to 
look you straight in tho face. It is a de- 
plorable fact, and ono which, ladies will 
say ut onco, only proves thu ignorance 
and barbarity of thu Ethiopians, that 
tho evil spirits in thoso compositions aro 
always represented bv tho softer sex, 
generally f-howing Ihwr naughtiness by 
exhibiting their tongues.—Frederic Vil- 
liers in Century.
